Decorative  Dahlias  are  large  and  usually  full  to  the  center, 
with  loosely  formed,  long,  flat  petals.  Many  new  introductions 
are  remarkably  beautiful.  Some  of  the  best  cut-flower  varieties 
are  in  this  class. 

Aibonita  (Seal).  One  of  the  largest  dahlias  in  existence.  A 
lovely  flower  of  bright  glowing  pink  shading  to  a rich  golden 
yellow  at  the  center.

PEONIES 

The  peony  stands  at  the  head  of  the  list  of  hardy  plants,  since  it  will 
live  year  after  year  even  if  totally  neglected.  But,  like  corn  and  potatoes,  it 
must  have  intensive  cultivation  to  come  to  its  greatest  perfection. 


Location  and  Sod.  Peonies  should  be  planted  where  they  will  receive  full 
sun  and  where  the  soil  will  not  be  impoverished  by  the  roots  of  trees  and  large 
shrubs.  A well  drained  soil  is  necessary  to  good  results  as  peonies  will  not  do 
well  when  the  ground  is  wet  and  soggy.  The  heavier  soils  produce  the  best 
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PEONIES  (Continued) 


blooms  but  sandy  soils  will  give  good  results  if  well  fertilized  and  liberally 
supplied  with  water  during  the  blooming  season  and  times  of  drought.  A sandy 
soil  is  especially  good  for  propagation.  Above  all  things  do  not  plant  too  deep. 

Time  to  Plant.  The  best  time  to  handle  the  peony  is  when  the  roots  have 
become  fully  developed.  With  us  this  time  is  somewhere  from  the  twenty- 
fifth  of  August  to  the  30th  of  October.  We  like  to  dig  the  plants  as  near  this 
time  as  possible  and  get  them  to  our  customers  some  time  in  September  or 
early  October.  This  gives  them  time  to  make  good  root  growth  before  winter 
sets  in.  However,  if  for  any  reason  it  is  inconvenient  to  get  plants  out  in 
September,  do  not  wait  until  another  fall.  They  can  still  be  safely  planted  un- 
til the  ground  freezes  or  in  the  spring  until  growth  starts.  The  disadvantage 
of  the  later  planting  is  that  they  are  not  likely  to  bloom  the  first  season.

Spring  planting.  Send  your  order  now,  however  and  we  will  hold  it  until  Fall 
for  you — giving  you  first  chance  at  the  stock  on  hand.

Raised  from'  seeds  of  the  best  Byblooms  by  an  unknown  amateur  in  the 
North  of  Fiance,  they  drew  the  attention  of  a prominent  bulbgrower  of  Haar- 
lem, who  bought  the  collection  about  30  years  ago.  Owing  to  the  unusual 
clearness  of  colors,  the  thick  substance  of  the  petals  and  their  vigorous  growth, 
he  immediately  realized  that  he  had  to  do  with  a superior  strain  of  Late  Tul  - 
ips,  and  called  them  after  the  great  naturalist  Dai  win.  This  collection  is  the 
origin  of  hundreds  of  acres  in  cultivation  at  present  in  Holland. 

The  chief  characteristics  of  the  Darw'ns  are  rhe  perfect  cup-shape  of  the 
flowers,  fleshy  substantial  petals,  tall  stems  and  bright  co'ors,  ranging  through 
all  the  shades  of  pink  and  red  to  purple.  There  are  certain  slaty  blues  and 
blue-violets  which  might  almost  be  called  a blue,  while  the  black  Tulip  is  near- 
ly realized  in  some  of  the  dark  maroon  varieties.
